Dominican police opened fire Friday night on a surging 


| anti-government mob that marched through the streets 


with incendiary candles and burned down the studio 


of Radio Caribe. 


The popular demonstration was 
unprecedented in the 31-year Tru- 
jillo political dynasty. 


Six persons were known to have 
besa wounded and some ar- 
rests were made. 


TURNED BACK 


The thousands of free-roaming 
demonstrators first marched on 
the national palace, where they 
were turned back at the gates. 


One marcher climbed the flag- 
pole at the .Palace of Justice, 
hauled down the Dominican flag 
and replaced it with the red and 
black flag of the leftist Popular 
MPD, 
whose leader admires Cuba’s 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro. 


The mob then attacked the Ra- 
dio Caribe studio with stones, 


sloshed gasoline around on the in- 
side and set it afire. | 


OPEN FIRE 


Police opened fire when the in- 
vaders threw stones at the police. 


The demonstrators then 
marched back in orderly fashion 
to Colon (Columbus) Park, where 
they started their rally, under the 
watchful eye of police. 

Despite the efforts of a large 
crew of fire fighters, the radio 
studio was destroyed and it went 
off the air.

Iraq Is Offered

KUWAIT (®#—The British pulled 
their Coldstream Guardsmen out 
of Kuwait Friday night. They 
were flown to Banrem Island, the 
British base in the Persian Gulf. 


The guardsmen left less than a 
week after the British buildup in 
Kuwait started and less than 18 
hours after its completion. 


The British move had been un- 
dertaken after Iraq’s Premier 
Abdel Karim Kassem threatened 
to annex the rich oil sheikdom at 
the head of the gulf. 


1,250 MEN 


The transfer to Bahrain, about 
300 miles southeast of Kuwait 
City, involved about 250 men. 
with air and naval support. 


Bahrain is an Arab oil sheik- 
dom under Briitsh protection — 
just as Kuwait was until it re- 
cently was granted independence 
and subsequently was claimed by 
Kassem as part of Iraq. 


Informants said the British — 
following a quick-in, quick-out 
policy — now felt a deterrent ef- 
fect against Kassem’s takeover 
bid has been achieved. Official 
reasoning is that with the imme- 
diate danger of attack averted, a 
reduced force would be just as 
effective as a fully equipped force 
in demonstrating British support 
of Kuwait.

The Clayton County tax system 
was attacked Friday in a suit 
aimed at halting assessments 
and collections until an equaliza- 


tion program has been estab- 
lished. 


Clayton thus became the third 
Georgia county to see its tax 
methods assailed in court since 
public attention was focused on 
the problem more than two years 
ago by a legislative committee 
headed by Spalding Rep. Arthur 
Bolton. 


The suit was filed in Clayton 
Superior Court by attorney Bar- 
rie L. Jones of Alma on behalf 
of five Clayton property owners 
listed as Frank D. Park, David 
Spangler, Frank Lee, W. C. Gar- 
rison and Lou D. Norton. 


Jones was the attorney earlier 
this year in two similar suits 
which resulted in an injunction 
being issued against Bacon Coun- 
ty tax assessors and in Floyd 
County assessors being ordered 
to come up with a “proper, equi- 
table and lawful’ plan for assess- 
ing property. 


_An order was signed Friday by 
Clayton Superior Court Judge 
Harold R. Banke directing Clay- 
ton officials to show cause at a 
Sept. 14 hearing why “all ad 
valorem tax assessments’’ for 
1961 in Clayton ‘“‘should not be 
declared null and void.” 


Named as defendants were Clay- 
ton County Commissioners P. K. 
Dixon, James C. Duncan and Ter- 
rell Starr, tax assessors F. A. 
Black, L. S. Terrell and W. W. 
Wells and tax commissioner Rob- 
ert E. Coleman.

Bolt Hits 
Running 
Trainees

FT. BENNING — Four soldiers 
were killed and 16 injured Friday 
afternoon when lightning burst out 
of a summer thunderstorm and 
struck an area in which a group 
of Second Infantry Division 
trainees were undergoing train- 
ing exercises in an open field. 


The four victims were pronounc- 
ed dead on arrival at Martin 
Army Hospital on the Fort Ben- 
ning reservation. 


One of the fatally injured sol- 
diers was an 18-year-old Macon 
youth, the army said. He was 
identified as Melvin C. White Jr. 
His parents live at 1078 Sylvian 
Drive, Macon. 


Also killed were James E. 
Whitaker, 20, of Rte. 2, New Paltz, 
N.Y.; Billy G. Casebolt, 17, of 
Ford’s Branch, Ky., and Donald 
Dinardo, 18, of Pittsburgh, Pa. 


An Army spokesman said those 
injured by the lightning bolt were 
“‘not teo seriously’’ hurt. 


IN REMOTE AREA 


The freak incident occurred at 
2:10 p.m. on Jacelin-Handrich 
range on a remote area of the 
Army reservation on the Georgia- 
Alabama border here. A lightning 
bolt during a severe thunderstorm 
ricocheted off a large tree and 
into a group of some 20 soldiers 
who were running for cover. 


An Army spokesman said the 
entire group exercising was ‘‘com- 
pany-sized, about 200 men.” 


Within 15 minutes after the bolt 
struck, he reported, helicopters 
were on the scene to fly the in- 
jured persons to the reservation 
hospital. Meanwhile non-injured 
officers and soldiers gave artifi- 
cial respiration and first aid to 
the dazed victims. 

BY SURPRISE 

Trainees had been taking rifle 
instructions near the range before 
rains started, and the sudden se- 
vere downpour took them by sur- 
prise.

ANSWERS KREMLIN 


The U. S. blast was prompted 
by the publication in Moscow of 
a new note to Washington on the 
subject of negotiations for ending 
nuclear weapons testing. Soviet 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev is 


insisting that the nuclear test is- | 
sue be merged into a proposed 


new conference on general dis- 
armament. President John F. 
Kennedy has turned down that 
proposition. 

In the new note, the Soviet Un- 
ion accused the United States of 
trying to “justify, in the eyes of 
public opinion, the resumption of 
nuclear tests” and of seeking ex- 
cuses for “‘burning the bridges to 
agreement on the prohibition of 
such tests.” 


In its counterpunch, the United 
States accused the Soviet govern- 
ment of dodging the central issue. 
This issue, the United States said, 
“is whether the Soviet Union is 
now willing and prepared to 
reach an accord which would halt 
nuclear weapons tests under ef- 
fective international controls.” 


TO FIX BLAME 


The two powers thus appear to 
be engaged in a campaign to fix 
the blame for a failure of the pro- 
longed Geneva talks, though nei- 
ther says specifically that the 
talks have come to a dead end. 
The Geneva conference technical- 
ly still is in session. 


At about the same time that 
the State department issued its 
statement, Sen. Styles Bridges, 
R-N. H., told the Senate that, dur- 
ing the almost three years that 
nuclear testing has been suspend- 
ed while the Geneva talks were 
under way, the Soviet Union may 
have been going ahead in secrecy 
with the development of a neu- 
tron bomb — a completely new 
type of nuclear weapon. 


The prospective neutron bomb 
is sometimes called a death ray 
weapon, since, as it has been au- 
thoritatively described, it would 
be able to kill living beings over 
a wide area but would have such 
a small blast effect that buildings 
would be left intact.

Hoffa Is Reelected., 
Vows Wage Push

MIAMI BEACH (UPI)—Cheering delegates Fri- 
day reelected James R. Hoffa—characterized as a man 


“with guts’—president of 
for another five years. 


The diminutive labor lender 
pledged he would seek the world’s 
highest pay and benefits for his 
1.7 million member truck union. 


15 DISSENTS 


Hoffa own reelection in a 
smashing convention victory over 
Milton J. Liss of Newark, N.J., 
who was backed by only 15 of the 
1,875 delegates at the Teamsters’ 
convention. 


Five delegates abstained and 
the rest supported Hoffa. 


Liss, who pulled out of the race 
at the halfway point in the balling, 
said his defeat should dispel any 
doubts that the nation’s largest 
union wants Hoffa as its leader. 


In an acceptance speech, the 
48-year-old Detroit labor leader 
warned his enemies and the em- 
ployers that the Teamsters would 
deal fairly in negotiations but 
were determined to achieve un- 
matched wages and working con- 
ditions. 

SCORNS CHARGES 


Hoffa, who won a $25,000 pay 
raise that makes him the high- 
est paid U.S. labor leader at $75,- 
000-a-year, showed his scorn for 
corruption charges leveled against 
him by Senate probers and federal 
prosecutors. 


“Sticks and stones may break 
my bones but words are only yes- 
terday’s whisper,’’ he said in a 
variation of the familiar nursery 
rhyme. His supporters roared 
their agreement. 


Delegates demonstrated for 15 
minutes with horns, whistles, si- 
rens, bongo drums and jazz bands 
when Hoffa’s name was placed in 
nomination by Teamsters secre 
tary-treasurer John F. English. 


English praised Hoffa as the 
man who “‘put millions and mil- 
lions of dollars in the pay envel- 
opes of Teamsters members’”’ in 
recent years. 


“Do you know a living soul that 
has got more guts than Hoffa?” 
English asked. The delegates 
roared their approval of his point 
of view.

NEW HAVEN, Conn. # — The 
debt-burdened New Haven Rail- 
road, long a butt of commuter 
jokes, folded into reorganization 
proceedings Friday and asked a 
federal court to take over. 


The court did so immediately, 
directing the railroad to continue 


millions of Jews. 


But he insisted that legally he 
was innocent. He protested that 
he was a soldier under orders and 
that the legal guilt lay with those 
who gave the orders. 


DEATHLY PALE 

Deathly pale, swaying slightly 
in his bulletproof glass dock, 
Eichmann replied: “From a hv- 
man point of view, yes’—when 
the prosecutor asked if he felt 
guilt in his heart.

Do you get wetter walking 
or running across the street in 
the rain? 


This question has long 
Plagued folks but has been ig- 
nored by the scientists of the 
world who are more concerned 
with such projects as atomic 
energy and exterminating the 
fruit fly. 


But which is more important 
to the ordinary citizen, reach- 
ing the moon or crossing the 
street during a downpour with 
the least exposure? 


But enough fanfare. To a 
breathless world, we report: 


In a light or moderate rain 
that’s coming straight down: 

Walk. 

Don’t run. 


A Georgia Tech Ph.D. ex- 
plains it in terms of a theory 
based on the “‘stellar parallax” 
—the mutual inclination of two 
lines forming an angle. 


And a Constitution reportér 
defied the threat of losing the 
creases in his trousers and curl 
in his hair to cross and recross 
Forsyth Street in a shower to 
measure the effect of walking 
vs. running. 


Dr. Arthur Bennett, chief of 
the physical science division of 
the Georgia Tech experiment 
station, said the main factor to 
bear in mind is the direction the 
wind’s blowing. 

If it’s blowing rain in your 
face, walk. 

If it’s blowing from behind, 
run with it. 

If the rain is coming straight 
down, walk. 


If it’s a regular downpour, 
stay inside.

He carried two sh of 19- 
by-24-inch blotting paper to 
catch raindrops during a gentle 
shower as he used the different 
gaits of pedestrians crossing the 
street. 

Undaunted when he lost count 
on the first try when the drops 
dried before they could be 
counted, he repeated the experi- 
ment. 


The count: 


67 drops on the blotter held 
while walking. 

82 on the one held while run- 
ning. 


(The reporter believes the 
walking count would have been 
still lower but for pausing to 
avoid being hit by a motorist 
who refused to be bluffed. 


You can check the validity of 
this while seated dry in an auto- 
mobile during a shower: 


Note the apparent heaviness 
of a shower when the car is 
moving, then notice how it de 
creases as the speed of the car 
slackens. What seems to be a 
heavy downpour at 25 miles an 
hour turns out to be a gentle 
shower when stopped for a red 
light. 


If you have a long distance 
to go in a heavy rain, will you 
get wetter walking or running? 


There are two schools of 
thought on this: one holds that 
it’s better to walk anyway be- 
cause you can get only so wet 
in a heavy rain so why tire 
yourself out with unaccustomed 
exercise? The other is that the 
swifter the speed, the less time 
you are exposed to the rain. 


This question will be left to 
other researchers — preferably 
those with wash-and-wear suits. 


Emory Experts Ask 
Girl School Reform

Sweeping changes at the State Training School for 
delinquent white girls at Adamsville—including eventual 
moving of the school to a location near Emory Uni- 
versity “so it could fit into a psychiatric program”’— 
were suggested here Friday. 


Recommendations came from a 
six-member Emory panel em- 
ployed by the state Welfare de 
partment. 


Present rehabilitation and treat- 
ment at the Adamsville school 
‘is not adequate and... geared 
to individual needs,’’ the panel's 
report stated. 


URGES PSYCHIATRIST 


Immediate recommendations in- 
cluded employment of a psychia- 


\the school as well as compara- 


'tive studies of training schools 
in other states.”

Kemper and Emory's psychi- 
atric department had entered into 
an agreement last June calling 
for a survey of the Girls Train 
ing School problems and some 
therapy for students there.

Bernard C. Holland, chairman of 
Emory’s psychiatric department, 
served as consultant to a fact- 
fincing team which included two 
psychiatrists, two nursing assist- 
ants, a social worker and a 
psychologist. 


A summary of findings and rec- 
ommendations for the period of 
July 1, 1960, to June 22, 1961, 
stuted that the study was based 
on ‘“‘an extensive survey of staff, 
students and physical facilities of 


ing programs, vocational reha- 
| bilitation and other programs.” 
Kemper noted, however, that 
some recommendations would re- 
| quire action by Gov. Ernest Van- 
diver, the state Legislature or 
‘both. He said the proposed long- 
range move of the school to a lo- 
‘cation near Emory would “re- 


| quire considerable outlay.” 


| The Emory report criticized in- 
| consistency in “‘approach and at- 
titude’’ of the school staff to stu- 
dents and lack of adequate per- 
sonnel. It suggested ‘‘academic, 
vocational; physical, psychiatric 
and psychological evaluation” of 
all students before or at admis- 
sion. 


Kemper reported the ‘‘thinking 
of the team was that the new su- 
perintendent should be a man’ 
and that such a change from past 
procedure of naming a woman 
would require a new law. 


WOULD. TAKE YEARS 


Kemper said all changes recom- 
mended by the team probably 
would take some 10 years to ac- 
complish. He said the Emory 
group would “‘continue its study 
and increase its scope.” 


FAA Revokes Flight Rating 
For Ex-Pilot at Southern 


WASHINGTON (#—The Federal Aviation Agency said Friday it 
had issued an emergency order revoking the air transport rating and 
medical certificate of Donald E. Stanton of Atlanta, former pilot for 


Southern Airways. 

The order was effective June 28 
and Stanton has until Aug. 1 to 
appeal to the Civil Aeronautics 


Board. An appeal would not per- 
mit him to continue to fly. 


FAA gave 37 different reasons 
for the revocation order. It said 
Stanton’s ‘‘demonstrated lack of 
moral character” and his ‘‘medi- 
cal history” made the revocation 
necessary in the interest of safety 
in air commerce. 

Meanwhile, a spokesman for 

“iki Airways B eo 
that the FAA has not made public 
a report on an investigation of 
complaints made against more of 
the carrier’s present pilots. 


“We are disappointed at the 
time FAA is taking to inform the 
public of the results of its in- 
vestigation,” said John Holland, 
the strikers’ spekesman. 


Holland, based at Memphis, 
Tenn., while flying for Southern, 
said: 

“‘We hope that the final report 
will not be a whitewash of South- 
ern and its present pilots.” 


About 140 of Southern’s pilots— 
all members of the Air Line Pi- 
lots’ Association—struck in June, 
1960. Southern hired other pilots 
and continued flying its routes 
over the Southeast. 


Holland said the striking pilots 
made accusations some_ two 
months ago against 53 of South- 
ern’s present pilots on various 
grounds of inadequacy from a 
safety standpoint. 


He said more than 30 federal 
investigators were directed to look 
into the charges. 


Their report, Holland said, has 
been completed but has not been 
made public by FAA.

CUSSETA—A Columbus television cameraman said 
he was fired on Friday while attempting to take pictures 
of the Chattahoochee Kennel Club where former State 
Sen. Leon E. (Sonny) Butts was arrested Thursday 
night and accused of possessing gambling equipment. 


Glenn Broughman, news direc- 
tor of WRBL-TV, told police five 
shots were fired over his head 
while he stood on a dirt road 
leading to the club, located about 
a mile and a half south of here 
on U.S. 27. 

Broughman reported the inci- 
dent to Sol. Gen. John Land, 
who turned the investigation over 
to Chattahoochee County Sheriff 
W. D. Harry for investigation. 
Broughman said he didn’t see 
where the shots came from. 


Butts and gatekeeper Joe Huff, 
Negro, were arrested Thursday 
night by a raiding party led by 
Solicitor Land. The gambling 
equipment was found in a hidden 
compartment in a wall of the 
building. 

The raiders—including Georgia 
Bureau of Investigation agents— 
were kept waiting five minutes 
before they were admitted to the 
private club. They had started 
breaking down a door after no 
one responded to their knocking 


when Butts finally admitted 
them. 


Solicitor Land said there were 
from 15 to 20 persons in the 
basement of the club when they 
arrived. He said several joshed 
the agents during their search 
but quieted when the gambling 
equipment was found. 


Butts was charged with pos- 
sessing gambling equipment and 
was released on $1,000 bond. Huff 


was similarly charged and freed 
on $500 bond.

At Training School! 


While no overnight miracle is ex- 
pected, at least a beginning should be 
made toward carrying out some of the 
recommendations a team of specialists 
from Emory University made concerning 
the State Training School at Adamsville. 


Increased emphasis should be placed 
on rehabilitation. Psychiatric treatment 
should be provided in cases where it is 
needed. There should be additional per- 
sonnel, adequately trained. 

As for the long-range recommenda- 
tion of building a new training school 
for girls near Emory so that it could fit 
into the institution’s psychiatric train- 
ing program, the goal should be obtained. 
The same applies to the recommended 
change of the present facility into a 
training school for Negroes, with the pos- 
sibility of Atlanta University supplying 
personnel. 

But those phases of the proposed pro- 
gram are exactly what the team from 
Emory labeled them—long-range. 

Meanwhile, machinery should be put 
into motion to carry out recommendations 
of an immediate nature and the over-all 
study, which was ordered by the State 
Welfare Department, should not be al- 
lowed to gather dust like so many state- 
ordered studies have over a period of 
years.

Industrial Research Is 
Basic to Development 


In ruling that local development cor- 
porations set up by constitutional amend- 
ment do not have to be voted on by the 
state at large, the Georgia Supreme Court 
in effect has declared more than two 
score such corporations are legal. 


Much good can be accomplished by 
such corporations and the proof is the re- 
sults obtained by communities which 
have used them properly. The danger, of 
course, lies in failure of leadership in 
some communities to understand the true 
potential—opportunities as well as limi- 
tations. 

Communities can waste money and 
effort because of lack of knowledge of 
their potential for development and with- 
out proper guidelines. In many cases lo- 
cal resources are neglected while the 
search for outside capital and industrial 
plants proceeds frantically. 

Georgia as a state is spending far too 
little for industrial research and pro- 
motion. Since the primary need is for 
jobs, expanding markets and improved 
per capita income, this neglect is short- 
sighted in the long range interests of 
the state. 


Georgia and Florida 
Should End Silliness 


Georgia and Florida have been good 
neighbors too long to extend the hassle 
over wing-tagging of chickens and taxes 
on citrus products. 

Georgia is the poultry capital of the 
nation. The quality is excellent—so much 
so that the federal government approved 
a sizable outlay for purchase of the prod- 
uct to be served in school lunchrooms.

The power struggle was climaxed when Lu- 
mumba was murdered.

The Communist world threatened new 
intervention. Some nations withdrew their troops 
from the U.N. contingent. Two things helped in 
riding out this new crisis. India quickly sent 
5,000 soldiers to bolster the U.N. force. The Unit- 
ed Arab Republic and the Sudan refused to 
allow Communist nations use of their airfields 
and air lanes to reach the Congo. 

Since then there: has been steady progress. 
The Congo leaders recently reached agreement 
on recalling parliament and starting again to 
build a framework of government. Peace has 
been restored almost completely. June 30 of 
1961 is a bright day in the Congo compared with 
the same day a year before. | 

Not that trouble is over. The Congo lacks ed- 
ucated personnel, experience and organization. 
Tshombe, who only a week ago was hugging the 
other leaders in a show of fraternity, is back 
home in Katanga denouncing everyone again— 
especially the U.N. But things are looking up 
and there can be hope that the Congo may 


work out an acceptable future, The U.N. can- 


take credit.

in the state. Yet Fulton’s voice is further diluted by the county unit 
system which prevails in congressional elections, too. 

There’s a precedent for making the county a separate congres- 
sional district. In a moment of magnanimity a few years ago the 
General Assembly permitted Fulton to set up its own senatorial dis- 
trict in the legislature. This concession did not erase the inequity in 
representation but it was a move in the right direction. 


Should Fulton become a congressional district, it would still con- 
tain more people than any other in Georgia. But at least they could 
vote in the knowledge that their ballots would have equal weight in 


the district itself. 


It would be best if the General Assembly acted voluntarily to 
correct the inequities in representation as well as the worsening evils 
of the unit system. Failure to do so in Georgia and other states is re- 
flected in moves to force action in the courts. Tennesse, for instance, 
which has sat tight on reapportionment since 1903, finds itself de- 
fending this failure before the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Outcome of the Tennessee case indeed will have national rever- 
berations. It is being watched closely by politicians and the people of 
our own state. That it will have a bearing on Georgia’s county unit 
case is without question. Tennessee’s legislative districts vary in 
population from 3,900 to 75,000. Discrepancies in Georgia are worse. 


Under no line of reasoning can the fact that a vote in Echols 
County is equal to 99 in Fulton be justified under a system of repre- 
sentative government. Yet that is the effect of the unit system. If 
the ‘‘equal protection of the law’’ clause of the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment were applied, there cannot be much doubt of the decision. 


As for congressional representation, the best solution for Fulton 
would be to make it a separate district. Rep. James C. Davis’ sug- 


gestion that it be divided 


several other congressional districts 


is as ridiculous as it is legally questionable. 

State legislative and congressional representation which takes no 
account of population changes certainly does not reflect the intent 
of our form of government nor the will of the people.

Capital Rumors 
Are Just That 


WASHINGTON—It is part of the mythology @ 
of official Washington that the American people 
have a tendency during international crises ei- 


ther to go crazy or go fishing. Accordingly, half the officials here 
since the Berlin crisis have been concentrating on waking the peo- 
ple up and the other half have been concentrating on calming them 
down. On this basis it’s obviously going to be a hard summer. 


This week's crop of rumors in- 
dicates what's ahead. First we 
have been told out of London, on 
no stated authority, that the Com- 
munists in Moscow are so mad 
at the Communists in Peiping that 
they have been writing poison pen 
letters saying Mao-Tse-tung is a 
warmonger, a deviationist, or 
worse. 

Next, dramatic plans for the 
military defense of Berlin are 
‘‘leaked”’ out of the Pentagon, and 
then it is disclosed that the FBI 
is “‘investigating’’ the ‘“‘leak’’ in 
order to impress the Communists 
with the authenticity of the plans. 

Then there are rumors about 
Dean G. Acheson. The former sec- 
retary of state is heading a com- 
mittee to study the defense of 
Berlin. When he was in the State 
department he was villified by 
the Republicans for giving away 
Korea (or was it China?) to the 
Communists, but now, instead of 
being soft on the Communists, it 
turns out that he is the hardest 
man in town, ready to recommend 
smashing an armed convoy 
through to Berlin at the drop of 
an East German rubber stamp. 

As a matter of fact, Acheson is 


doing nothing of the sort. He is 
hard indeed, but he is not going 


around demanding war to prevent 
the Russians from making a sep- 
arate peace treaty with East Ger- 
many. 

He regards East Germany as a 
wholly owned subsidiary of the 
Soviet Union. He is certainly op- 
posed to granting the East Ger- 
mans rights on the Berlin roads 
the Russians do not have, for this 
would obviously be giving more to 
the hyena than to the lion. But 
at the same time he is not advo- 
cating war for technicalities. 

“‘Mobilization”’ is another. All of 
a sudden the air is full of tales 
that President Kennedy is about 
to set in motion the vast appa- 
ratus for calling up the troops and 
galvanizing the Europeans to do 
the same. This, it is said, would 
really ‘“‘wake up America’ and 
“impress the Russians.”’ And of 
course it would. The only trouble 
with it is that it isn’t true. 

The effect of all this is not that 
the people are stirred up but that 
they are mixed up, and when peo- 
ple are mixed up they do either 
go crazy or go fishing. Either they 
believe all the breathless rumors 
and think we are on the edge of 
the precipice, or they disbelieve 
everything and underestimate the 
danger.

haat ti falling into Long Island Sound concerns an extreme example 
of the plight of this type of common carrier. But the plight is gen- 
eral to the rails, which for years have been pushed from a critical to 
a desperate condition by the harassment of two masters—govern- 


ment, at ali levels, and the unions. 


The situation can be amelio- 
rated only by federal government 
ownership, once urged by W. J. 
Bryan as a partly punitive meas- 
ure, or by an assistance program 
formulated and operated by all 
government units—federal, local 
and state. 

Such a program was proposed 
in 1960, growing out of a study 
ordered by President Eisenhower. 
It consisted of 78 relief recom- 
mendations, which were forward- 
ed in a report to Congress. 


Currently Secretary of Labor 
Goldberg is engaged in a similar 
study on orders of President Ken- 
nedy. And there is activity in 
other sectors of this national 
emergency. Sen. Smathers’ sub- 
committee has been holding hear- 
ings this year on the over-all 
transport problem. The Interstate 
‘Commerce Commission is chang- 
ing its role from adjudicator to 
initiator of measures, including 
mergers, by which the rails in 
particular seek to stave off bank- 
ruptcy which could go beyond re- 


‘ rail, 


before the Smathers subcemmit- 
tee revealed a source of the eco- 
nomic sickness of all common 
carriers. It was that nearly 70 per 
cent of all surface transport— 
truck and waterways—is 
now in the hands of “private” 
carriers. These include manufac- 
turers who own their trucks and 
can ship commodities which are 
totally exempt from the rate and 
commodity regulations of the 
ICC. The advantage this affords 
over the common carriers is il- 
lustrated by the use made of it 
by a Midwest piano manufac- 
turer. 

It bought a fleet of refrigerated 
trucks. After delivering the pi- 
anos at Seattle, the trucks pick up 
farm produce in the Northwest— 
unregulated by the ICC and hence 
available to private carriers—and 
haul it back to the Midwest for 
less than the regulated rate of the 
common carriers. The transaction 
is perfectly legal, otherwise le- 
gitimate, and also a_ shrewd 
stroke of business. But it helps to

There are some ae that 
need thinking about that are not being discussed in so far as I can 


determine. 

There is no doubt that mental 
disturbance is an acute problem. 
However, there is a good deal of 
disagreement as to what mental 
illness really is. Because of this 
disagreement, there is wide dif- 
ference as to what to do about it. 

Much of this difference of opin- 
ion rests on the simple fact that 
there seems to be no clear agree- 
ment as to what a human being 
really is. If you are going to be 
a good airplane mechanic you 
must first know what an airplane 
engine is. If you treat it as though 
it were an outboard motor the 
results will not be good. 

A great deal of modern psychol- 
ogy and psychiatry leaves out re- 
ligious faith altogether and much 
of it treats religious faith as 
though it were a factor to be elim- 
inated. If man is just a biological 
animal and if the mind is the 
servant of the instincts and drives 
of the body, this approach can be 
helpful. Freud thought and taught 
that mental illness was and is the 


result of cultural (moral and re- 


ligious) interference with normal 
physiological processes. 

It is encouraging that there is 
presently a growing movement in 
the field of psychology toward 
understanding man as a spiritual 
being. There is also a growing 
number of students in this field 
who are beginning to suspect that 


suppressed phys- 
ical desires, that it may partake

of sin after all. This has always 
been the teaching of the Chris- 
tian faith and it has lived because 
it has spoken to the deep need of 
the human being for abundant 
life, a life of the spirit which is 
to be achieved by relatedness or 
reconciliation or fellowship with 
God and man, and which begins 
with reconciliation with God. 

Man as he is, is created in the 
image of God and can live at 
peace with himself only as he is 
at peace with God. Thus religion 
represents man’s response to God 
and presents the only basis for 
any psychology that pretends to 
understand or help man. 

Because I believe this to be 
true, it concerns me that our fine 
plans, publicly anndfiinced, to at- 
tack the problem of mental. ill- 
ness gather together all kinds of 
specialists except theologians. 
Theologians are men trained in 
the science of God. Theology was 
once acclaimed as the queen of 
the sciences. It may well still be. 
At any rate, it does seem that un- 
less and until we take seriously 
man’s spiritual nature our pres- 
ent efforts can lead only to dis- 
illusionment and to disaster for 
all those who so sorely need help. 

Religion at its best has always 
had as its goal the saving of “‘lost 
souls” which at least means bring- 
ing them peace and freedom by 
returning them to a personal re- 
lationship of love with God and 
man—which is the deepest mean- 
ing of mental health.

The amateur is sidling up to the “old pro,”’ with the 
idea that they can work together. 


It’s a ticklish prospect. 
But that’s the situation sony 
as the government's eager, 
ling Peace Corps seeks to find 
its way into world humanitarian 
service, a field in which the 
already are practiced 
veterans on a huge scale. 


They blazed the trail long ago, 
and have the know-how. 


CHURCH CAME FIRST 


“Long before ‘the government 
began to talk about the Peace 
Corps,” says Methodist Bishop 
Gerald Kennedy of Los Angeles, 
“the church was doing just such 
work.” 


Both government and church of- 
ficials see the logic of novices in 
the business looking to the old 
hands for guidance. But such 
teamwork also raises the problem 
of keeping church and state func- 
tions independent. 


Some church agencies are wel- 
coming the new government part- 
ner, with a promise not to use 
him for preaching. Others staying 
aloof. 


“UTTERLY WRONG” 


The Rev. Dr. Earl S. Erb, head 
of the United Lutheran Church’s 
Foreign Mission Board, termed it 
“utterly wrong’”’ for the church to 
contract to do Peace Corps pro- 
jects, since Christian evangelizing 
will be barred in connection with 
them. 

The government, he _ said, 
“‘wants to make use of the exist- 
ing religious channels to help the 
corps without allowing the church 
to proclaim the gospel which, aft- 
er all, is the church’s primary

rect proselytizing. 

ELABORATE MACHINERY 

They've developed elaborate 
and far-flung machinery for car- 
rying on just the sort of things 
the Peace Corps want to do —

Peace corps director R. Sargent 
Shriver wants to draw on this 
wealth of experience and opera- 
tional framework to get his re- 
cruits trained and working on a 
sound basis.

MISSIONARIES THERE FIRST 


More than 35,000 Americans— 
about 28,000 Protestants and 7,000 
Roman Catholics—are serving as 
missionaries in 150 lands, living 
on subsistence pay, doing nearly 
every sort of job from digging 


irrigation ditches to teaching 
Braille. 
There are engineers, agricul- 


tural technicans, social workers, 
language experts, carpenters, me- 
chanics, bulldoezr operators, well- 
diggers, nurses and doctors in 
1,600 hospitals and clinics all 
part of America’s Christian mis- 
sionary enterprise abroad. 


SOME MISGIVINGS 


It’s big business, costing more 
than $225 million a year — to 
help the backward, the sick and 
the weak. The Peace Corps, de- 
spite the flare of attention to it, 
is comparatively small, with a 
projected $40 million appropria- 
tion. 

Shriver says more than half of 
this—about $26 million — will go 
for projects and personnel as- 
signed under contract to volun- 
tary private and to religious 
agencies, with sectarian promo- 
tion banned from the projects. 


Most churches have hailed the 
objectives, but some have voiced 
misgivings about the church-gov- 
ernment tie-ins, and about wheth- 
er the missionary programs 
might thereby become associated 
with the international political 
power struggle. 


BUSY DEDICATION 
Shriver insists the aim is strict- 
ly in behalf of human welfare. 


And that is a cause the churches 
also have pursued. 


The Rev. Dr. Henry P van 
Dusen, president of Union Theo- 
logical Seminary, says many 


people erroneously picture the 
missionary as a ‘‘preacher, clad 
in a long frock coat, standing 
under a palm tree... exhorting 
half-naked savages to discard 
their heathen ways and accept 
the Christian God.” A 


In fact, he said, the typical for- 
eign mission is not only a church, 
but a hospital, a school, with five 
teachers for every evangelist, and 
a busy dedication to all sorts of 
human welfare works that wit- 
ness to the faith by example, not 
just talk. 


It is this freely given, no-strings- 
attached service that has estab- 
lished the missionary as a_ be- 
loved friend and familiar figure 
in many a far-off region where 
others would have to move as 
strangers. 


SHARE GOOD WILL 


The Peace Corps hopes to share 
the ready-made atmosphere of 
'good will and add to it, while 
treading the fine line of distinc- 
tion between its role and that of 
the churches. All are agreed 
there is plenty of undone work 
left.

Meriwether Fled 
In Garbage Truck 


Guard Discharged at Quarry; 
Vehicle Not Stopped, Searched 


Harold James “Jim’’ Meriwether, 47, and a com- 
panion evidently rode to freedom from Georgia’s maxi- 
mum security prison at Buford in a garbage truck, state 
Board of Corrections officials said Friday. 


J. B. Hatchett, assistant direc- 
tor of corrections, said a guard 
who was acting steward at the 
time of the break last Sunday, 
had been discharged. 


Hatchett said Meriwether, a 
slender 6-footer, and another pris- 
oner, J. W. Craft, 32, evidently 
burrowed into the garbage on the 


truck and rode out past the dou- | 


ble storm fence that surrounds 
the Rock Quarry Prison for in- 
corrigibles. 


Both men were assigned to 
work in the kitchen, Hatchett 
related. He said neither man had 


other rapid-fire robberies while on 
escape, Lt. J. M. Barnes said, 
but he was not tried on these 


charges. 


After the robbery at Happy Her- 
man’s, Meriwether left town but 


recaptured, Barnes said. 


Meriwether, holder of a five- 


page police record, was listed as 
Atlanta’s most wanted fugitive in 
1959: During his most recent trial, 
his attorney brought out that he 
had spent only two years outside 
prison since he was 19.

Perhaps too much, Barbara Welzel (Vel-zel) thinks, for she 
has gained 20 pounds since coming to the United States last 
September.

Other differences that Barbara noted in American high schools 
as compared with German schools are the changing about from 
class to class and the large number of school clubs.

Barbara has traveled quite a bit while in the States. She has 
recently returned from a trip to Washington, D.C., where she had 
the thrill of talking with Senator Talmadge.

The History 


Of Register 


Tells the Tale 


By CLEVELAND ARMORY 
Author of “The Proper Bostonians” and “‘The Last Resorts” 
The strange and mysterious history of the Social 
Register would seem, by itself, a saga of the de- 
cline and fall of American Society. 


For all intents and purposes, 
of which it had many, it was 
started in 1887 by Louis Keller 
of Summit, N.J., a bump- 
tious and rather affected little 
man who was the son of a pat- 
ent lawyer and, in his own 
right, a gunsmith, a farmer, a 
dairyman, a bicycler and a golf- 
er. Besides the Register, he 
founded such enterprises as the 
Baltusrol Golf Club, the League 
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Fourteenth of 16 articles 
condensed from the writer’s 
most recent book. 
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of American Wheelmen, the 
Wat Nong Dairy, and his so- 
called ‘“‘Baltusrol and Pacific 
Railroad’’ — a _ one-locomotive 
system which ran, when it did, 
between Summit, Baltusrol and 
Newark. Keller was also, in the 
words of a former Calumet 
friend of his, ‘‘a gentleman, but 
just’’—the latter, unfortunately, 
in its colloquial adverbial rath- 
‘er than adjectival sense. 


As for Mrs. Edward Barry, 
the lady who ran the Register 
almost single-handed for half 
a century, until her death in 
1960, she came into the picture- 
—at least so all accounts to date 
have had it—as Mr. Keller's 
secretary. 


CONFIRM NOR DENY 


This report, to this writer 
(who had the only interview 
Mrs. Barry ever gave) Mrs. 
Barry would neither confirm nor 
deny. ‘“‘Oh,”’ she said, with a 
knowing smile, “is that what 
they say? Well!’’ Married to a 
Vermonter of not only modesty 
but wit—‘‘I was the best lawyer 
in town,” he says, 
got another’’—and she spent her 
summers at a Vermont farm so 
secluded that many of their 
neighbors did not even know of 
her work. As for the neighbors 
who did, they were philosoph- 
ical. “The Barrys are simple, 
quiet, nice people,”’ said one, 
“but it’s a hell of a place for 
them when you come right down 
to it.

Up 
until comparatively recently, 
however, there has been no 
question, which Mrs. Barry, al- 
beit modestly, made no bones 
about, that Mrs. Barry was defi- 
nitely the sole boss.

for a Gentile, provided it is ac- 
companied by five letters from 
people already in—and such ap- 
plications through the years have 
been invariably okayed or re- 
jected by Mrs. Barry herself.

and any other particulars 
which would be of assistance. 


The repetition of the word 
“Christian,” as well as_ the 
phrase “Family background,” 
can be extremely irritating to 
sensitive bridegrooms, and at 
least half of the newspaper 
stories about such-and-such a 
person being ‘“‘dropped” for 
marrying so-and-so can be 
traced to just such a simple ir- 
ritation.

Ber- 
nard Baruch, for another ex- 
ample, has always been in; his 
brother, Sailing Baruch, has 
always been out. 


NO POLICY 


Whatever field one chooses to 
look at, the only policy is ob- 
viously no policy. Again taking 
the New York edition, one finds 
Arthur Hays Sulzberger in, but 
Hearsts, Howards, Paleys and 
Sarnoffs out. Among people 
who, for no reason, have been 
sometimes in and sometimes 
out, are such celebrities as 
Charles Lindbergh and Henry 
Ford. James Farley, included 
in the Washington, D.C., edi- 
tion when he was in Washing- 
ton, has never made the New 
York edition although he has 
lived in New York for a quarter 
of a century. Polly Lauder, a 
niece of Andrew Carnegie, was 
in before her marriage to Gene 
Tunney; afterwards, although 
they led an extremely active so- 
ciety life, they never made it.

TAMPA, Fla. (®#—Eddie Sparks, 9, his parents, and a brother 
and sister were riding along U.S. 19, returning to their home at 
Marietta, Ga., from a vacation in Florida. 


One moment the car was filled with a happy family; the next, 
the parents, Mr. and Mrs. W. L. Sparks, and the girl, Cheria, 6, 
were dead. Eddie was critically injured. 


FIVE KILLED 


The Sparks’ car was one of three vehicles involved in a crash 
just north of Crystal River just after daybreak June 10. Five 
persons died and six others were injured. 


Eddie, undergoing treatment that included brain surgery, 
wondered why his parents failed to visit or call him. 


“Why don’t they call?’’ he asked his grandparents, “I want to 
talk to them.” 


The grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. Roy Wilks of Henager, Ala., 
have been at Eddie’s bedside in Tampa almost constantly since 
the tragedy. 


When Mrs. Dessie Robertson, the child’s paternal grandmother, 
arrived from Smyrna, Ga., this week, the decision was made to 
tell Eddie his parents and sister died in the crash. 


CHOKED UP 


“At first,” Mrs. Robertson said, ‘he didn’t comprehend it . . 
then he choked up and I told him to go ahead and cry.’ 


When the crying stopped, Eddie’s first question was, 
will I live . . . can I live with you?” 


Mrs. Robertson told Eddie he could. She said, ‘He appeared 
relieved, as though a big burden had been lifted.”’ 


Mrs. Robertson and the boy plan to go to her home in Smyrna 
in about three weeks. Eddie now is in traction for a broken neck 
and later will be fitted with a brace.
